Tho Commoroial Travelora do not Think 
it a» Wise Moasure 
To ALDERMEN ao BELLEYILLE + 

_ GENTLEMBN—Reing actuated by the de- 
sire to benofit Belleville rather than to 
save a few dollars, I beg to point out how 
you are grasping afier a shadow and los« 
ing the substance, or being penny wise or 
pound foolish. There are living in our 
city some forty commercial travellers ; on 
an average they draw a salary of $1,000 
yearly thus spending in Belleville $40,000 
perannum, Many of these gentletnen 
have bought or built thems:lves homes 
among you. On some of these homes 
they are owing part of the purchase money 
and on this property you tax them fully, 
sofar so good but in your wisdom or greed 
you now see proper to also tax their in 
cone, Thevery money that they are 
using in paying off the liabilities for their 
already taxed homes. In plain Koglish 
taxing the men twice for the sane thing 
under two namis, Another point is this, 
the salaries of most of these men are paid 
either in Toronto or Montreal. They de- 
rive no pecuniary gain from Belleville, 
and in addition to the property taxed, you 
now dicsire to tax them for spending $40, 
000 annually in your city. The legality 
of this will be twsted later on, but the evil 
fruit is alreaiy being seen. In one or two 
cases already, travellers intending to move 
into some Ontario Towns, and who were 
looking for hous sin Belleville, on hear- 
ing of this income tax have given it the 
go by, and Peterboro has added at leas 
one family of its population during the 
past few weeks. Of ths the writer is 
assured. 

Assuming that after atest case in the 
court you did collect every dollar, what 
would it amount to?

Still another point. ! know that some in 
view of this have paid their income tax 
in citiesabove named, and others will.

In years past Belleville has 
had on more loyal advertisers than the 
resident commercial travellers, but if this 
paltry but obnoxious tax is pushed, the 
present mutterings of discontent will more 
than make themselves heard, and many 
whocan will go out to Port Hope, 
Cobourg, and Peterbor of points just as 
convenient as Pelleville,

They found in the quadrangular courtyard 

& tim fuse and the fragments of o eS 

zinc caniater, eimilar to those, left by the 

explosion in Exchange Court in De- 

cember last. The paving stones in 

the yard wore loosened, but the walle 

of the court buildings were little injured, 
| The police say that the bomb was evi- 
dently thrown into the deep area from the 
Keng Innquay, which is on the River 
Liffey, between Whitworth and Richmond 
Bridge and just opposite the court build- 
ings. 

The explosion was heard more distinctly 
ata distance than naar by. It roneed 
everybody at the Kilmainham Barracks, 
and Lord Wolseley despatched at once an 
orderly to report on the trouble, Before 
midnight thousands had gathered at the 
Four Courts. 

To-day half the city has beon in the 
neighborhood, but the crowds have been 
kept back by n double cordon of police, 
who will keep the courtyard intact until 
after the arrival of aGovernment iuspector. 

The purpose of the persons throwing the 
bomb was not to sacrifice human life. At 
night the Four Courts and the immediate 
neighborhood are deserted, so there was not 
the slightest chance that anybody would be 
killed by tho explosion. The Nationalists 
believe that the thrower of the bomb in- 
tended to embarrass theGovernment. The

THE WORLD'S FAIR 


AN INTDRSSTING LETTER FROM 
MYS WITNESS 


AN 


A Description of the Magnifioient Build 
ing that Will Contato the Mineral 
Produces, Canada Well to the Front 


For the first time in the hatory o 
World Fairs, a separate building has beea 
given to mineral preducts in this Colum 
bian Exposition, The structure is of u 
handsome design, the style being of the 
carly Italian remittance porvaded with a 
decided French spirit so an architect said 
whoknows that sort of thing when he sees 
it. Situated on the city side of the fair 
grounds, weil down towards the south 
ond between the electricity and transport 
ation buildings you may get some idea of 
its vast size by the statoment that it is 
700 feet long and 360 feet wide, “lvera 
quarter of a million wan spent in its con~ 
struction. 26 feet above the floor, galleries 
0 feos’ wile run around the four s\dow, 
It is well lighted. To construct this 
palacs of mines, more than a milion and 
a half pounce of steel and iroa wero used, 
Jhore are our thirty foreign countries re- 
presented in the exhibitsand these are 
mostly on the west half of the ground 
floor, The largest collective space is that 
ocoupied by great Britata and er colonics, 
and the largest space occupied by any 
single foreign country is Germany's. Hore 
as oluewhere the expomtion, New South 
| Wales, our antipodean neighbors, makes 

an immense display of very curious things, 

No attompt has been made to decorate 
the interior of the mining hall with mural 
paintings or statuary, and if anything 
there ir less of artistic aid to the four en- 
trance than in the ot! er main buildings. 
Ovez the main doorway, however, is an 
{ allegorival figure entirely fitting as a class- 
ical representation of the great industry 
to whion the edifice is dedicated, Mining 
is represented as a colossal, bulf reclining 
fomale figure, in Greek drapery, holding 
aloft yin one handa lamp to guide the 
miner, andin the other a pick. The 
figuie wasdesigned by theaculptor Kichard 
W. Back, The position of the Ontario 
exhibit is on the main aisle about midway 
from the northern entrance to the centre 
between Great Britain and New South 
Wales, Ohio and Indiana are opposite, 
The fine front is in green and gold, with 
an imposing Corinthian arch, part of 
which is two granite columns 
from the Kingston quarries exhibit 
by the Canadian Granite Co of Ottawa. 
At one corner is a black marble column 
weighing two tons from the Madoc quar- 
ties of Mr. P. W. Ellis, of Toronto ; and 
On the other a beautiful pinte granite 
column from South Bay, Lake Nipissing, 
also exhib ted by ithe Canadian Granite 
Co. Workmen are just putting in place 
an elegantly carved block of the rich 
worm colored Uredi: Valley sandstone, 
sim lar to that used in the new Pa: liamen- 
tary buildings in the Queen's Park To- 
routo shown by the contractors, Messrs. 
Carroll & Vicks. The most conspicuous 
and novel feature of the Ontario exhibit 
is #0 Sudbury nickel, a pyramid of the 
ore and matre from there famous mines 
being capped with an ingot of ae nickle 
weighing 4,600 lbs and worth $2,250. 

When the visit of inspection from which 
this letter is written was made everything 
was ready to put in position so soon as the 
carpenters and painters completed their 
work, Sotar the Ontario exhibit has 
attracted a great deal of attention on ac- 
count of its variety and richness, One of 
the chief points of attraction isa geologi- 
cal and mineral map of Ontario—the 
largest of its kind and the most instrec- 
tive in the building, covering as it docs 
220 square feet, and showing all geolngi- 
cal toro ations end the location of nuneral 
deposits.

ing for passageways, will amount to 
6204 nquure fect, 

Great progress hes been made in Can- 
adainthe manufacture of butter and 
cheese, more purticularly the Jutter, 
The products of the Canadian dairy will 
be a prominent apd noteworthy exhibit, 
Though the space has ben Jimited in 
the Dairy Buildin to 576 square feet 
choice, cheeses of 1891, 1892 and 1803 
willmakea fine showing and give a 
good idea of the quality of this impor- 
tant Dominion export. Butter, too, is 
promised by the leading dairy sections, 

Canada’s forestry display at previous 
exhibitions, notubly at Edinburgh in 
1884, has always ben remarkable for its 
extentfand varicty, It will be fuller 
than ever before at Chicago. The 
Forestry Building is supported along the 
front by groups of columns, each being 
composed of three trees with the bark 
Preserved intact, of from 12 to 15 inches 
n diameter, and 25 feet long. Ontario 
sends five and Quebec one of these 
groups. The trunks will be supplied 
with data, showing the timber resources 
and other notes of the provinces from 
which they come, The Dominion has 
4000 feet of gross space in the Forestry 
Building, and this will be occupied by 
the timber exhibits from the Provinces 
of Ontario, Quebec, British Columbia, 
Manitoba and the Northwest Territories. 
Sections of trees, timber, hewn and 
sawo, in all its commercial forms; 
shingles, veneers, laths, shooks, wood 
pulp, etc., will comprise the exhibit, 

he aN are fruits and vegetable 
will occupy square feet of space in 
the Horticultural Building. A large 
collection has been made ie the dif- 
ferent provinces, fresh and preserved 
specimens being provided. The perish- 
able kinds, suspended in antisceptio 
fluids, are kept in glass jars. An idea of 
the extent of this exhibit may be gather- 
ed from the fact that over 8000 glass 
jars of all sizes have been purchased 
from the leading manufacturers in the 
United States to contain it, 

{fn the Fisheries Building Canada will 
occupy a first place. On the ground 
floor she has 8607 square feet, and, ad- 
jacentin the gallery, 1350 square feet, 
The Department and Marine and 
Fisheries has got together a mag- 
nificent collection. All the prov- 
inches have lent their aid to the cential 
authority in order that the list of food 
and other fish may not lack an item, 

The general collections of economic 
minerals have been provided for by the 
several provinces, and these are not in- 
cluded in the exhibits of the geological 
survey department. The latter may be 
briefly set down as follows: 1. Strati- 
graphical collection of rocks from Arch- 
wan to Tertiary, about 1400 specimens; 
2. Stratigraphical collection of fossils 
from Cambrian to Tertiary; 3 Collection 
of Canadian minerals; 4, Collection of 
Canadian woods, showing bark and 
Beal, of wood in yarious sections; 5, 

hotographs of Canadian forest trees, 
framed in the wood of the tree; 6, Col- 
lection of game birds of Canada; 7. Map 
of the Dominion geologically colored on 
a scale of about 27 miles to the inch; 8, 
Map of the Dominion, same scale, show- 
ing the distribution of economic min- 
erals, The rich mines of Ontario, Que- 
bec, Nova Scotia and British Columbia 
willbe extensively represented in the 
display of economic minerals, The as- 
bestos from Quebec will attract great 
attention, it being of mbperiox quality, 
the fibre on a large specimen being 114 
inches long. Masses of nickel, copper, 
iron and coal, gold and silver ores, mica 
and phosphates will be exhibited in the 
provincial groups. 

The machinery exhibit promises to be 
avery fair one. Among the exhiLits in 
the building devoted to electricity, Can- 
ada, in her space of 8000 square feet, 
willshow an automatic telephone ex- 
change system, illustrating some new 
principles, The Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way Company sends to the transporta- 
tion department a full train of cars, with 
locomotive complete, This exhibis is very 
handsome and it will stand alongside of 
a train of English carriages belonging to 
the London and Northwestern Railway, 
#o that visitors may have the opportunity 
of comparing the relative ayaee of the 
two countries in car building, The 
Canadian Pacific Railway will also show 
a model of one of their large steamships 
rupping trom Vancouver to the east, 
This exhibit will be accompanied by 
photographs of the scenery along the 
route traversed by this great trauscon- 
tinental line, The Grand Trunk Railway 
Company will send a model of their new 
tunnel under the Detroit River at Sarnia 
with photographic views. The Quebeo 
and Lake St, John Railway, the Windsor 
and Annapolis Railway, the Western 
Counties Railway and other lines will 
also exhibit. Carriages, carts, wagons, 
sleighs, boats, canoes, bicycles, etc., will 
be found in this department in extensive 
variety. ! 

An interesting collection of paintings 
in oil and water colors by Canadian 
urtista will cccupy space tothe extent 
of 2,895 square teet. Some notable ex< 
hibits wilt be found from Canada in tha 
archwological and ethnological branches 
of scientific research, the early (ncliin pros 
viding many interesting objects.

CANADIAN PAVILION, WorLp's Fain, 
CHICaao, May 0, 1803 
The great Fair still goes on, but so far 
only in the way of preparation, The 
World's Columblan Exhibition may be 
considered un fait accomplix, and yet it 
must be understood that it will not have 
reachod its perfoct state for several weeks 
to come, The wonderful buildings which 
go to make up the grand outside appear- 
ance of the great show are all that could 
be desired; they are complete, and the 


visitor to Jackson Park is struck with 
admiration as he looks upon them, But 
that does not fill the bill, Those who 


come to the great Columbian Exhibition 
expect to see all the varied products 
| of w world set forth for their special do- 
lectation. Truly there are some most 
* delightful things to be seen even npwt 
‘ The contents of the art treasures of the 
old world have been drawn upon to an 
enormous extent, and the conilition of 
! advancement which the ‘foreigners” 
| have reached puta shame on the exhibi- 
tors nearer home. I am no crank 
loyalist, but a regard for truth compels 
mo to give credit to Great Britain in this 
respect, Go where you will through the 
interior of the grand, massive, imposing 
buildings of the Fair, you will on ever: 
hand find the product of the old land, 
The Union Jack stares you in the face— 
you find the Red, White and Blue looped 
up on every side—and the idea at once 
strikes you that if the exhibits 
of Great Britain and her Colonies 
were withdrawn there would be 
a serious lack in the World's Columbian 
Exhibition, At the same time I do not 
wish to be understood as detracting from 
the merits of the exhibits made by other 
countries, Germany, France, Austria, 
Italy, Switzerland, are really surpassing 
themselves in the extent and magni fi- 
cence of their Cet Evidently they 
are of the opinion that no such oppor- 
tunity for distinguishing themselves in 
this respect will ocour for many years. 
Well, as I remarked before, the ox- 
hibit at the great Fair is only in course 
of preparation—that is, ina general way. 
Weeks of such work as is now going on 
must be filled in before it can be said 
that everything is in ship-shape for the 
multitnde, The fact is, the railway 
facilities have been bad; thousands of 
carloads of exhibits have been kept 
standing on the track for weeks before 
they could be landed for practical pur- 


poses, x. 
All things taken into consideration, 
CANADA IS NOT BEHIND ; 


and our showing in every department is 
creditable; Up to the present time the 
Canadian exhibits which attract most 
attention are those in the manufacturers’ 
agricultural and horticultural buildings. 
And the Canadian who goes through 
these sections and is not proud of his 
country is not very patriotic, In the 
agricultural buil ug Canada stands 
away up high, I don't believe in count- 
ing our chickens before they arehatched, 
but really our show in this line is not 
surpassed in the whole exhibition, 
Thousands stop every day to exumine 
and admire theproductsof our Northwest. 
Americans are positively amazed when 
they look upon the products of our 
northern zone. Indeed, they almost 
refuse to believe their eyes, Such grains 
—wheat, oats, peas, barley—such roots 
and vegetables—mangolds,50 Ibs, weight, 
turnips “‘out of sight,” tubers of the 
finest, well, all of the best description. 
And Ontario, of course, is in the lead, I 
must give the hishent credit to Commis- 
sioner Awrey and his staff for the excel- 
lent work they have been doing in this 
line, The Ontario exhibit is very artis- 
tically arranged. Isaac Geddes, of 
Winona; Alex Foran, of Saltfleet, and 
Captain Walker, of Ancaster, take 
particularly good care that it is not 
neglected. 

ur show of fruit, too, is something 
that calls for the warmest encomiyma, 
Here Ontario still keeps jn the fore- 
ground, with gucter ht splendid second 
and Nova Scotig, Britigh Columbia and 
Prince Edward Island well up. .The 
bottled fruits from Ontario are especially 
fine, and I have heard it said that the 
samples of currants, grapes and cherries 
are the handsomest ever shown any where 
on this continent. 


Coming from an authority like The 
North American Review, the follow 
article possesses an especial interest an 
value: 

Canada has voted $105,000 for ex- 
penses connected with the World's Fair, 
and of the 500,000 square feet allotted to 
Great Britain and her colonies the Do- 
minion has applied for 110,000 square 
feet, ail of which will be occupied. 

With the exception of New Brunswick 
all the provinces have co-operated with 
the Dominion, and, at their own ex- 

nse, have Collected and arranged ex- 
hibits which will be shown in provincial 
groups. New Brunswick, however, will 
be represented by private exhibitors who 
promise a creditable show, The 
provinces will send economic min- 
erals, timber, fruit, vegetables, honey, 
agricultural products, some manu- 
factures, live-stock, and educational ex- 
hibits. They will also assist the Dominion 
Commission in perfecting the general 
Canadian contribution, fa addition to 
the articles named, Manitoba sends game 
birds and animals, as wellas a curious 
exhibit illustrating the early mode of 
perene by dog train and the famous 
Red Riyer part, The Northwest Tor 
ritories are sending fruits, minerals. tim: 
ber and a full line of their fish, Fish, 
wild animals and birds will form part of 
the exhibit from British Columbia. 

In Becnaang her space effort was made 
by the Canadian Executive Commission- 
er, Mr. Saunders, to have it, whenever 
praceicable} adjacent to that of Great 
Britain. In this he was assisted by Sir 
Henry Wood, the Secretary to the British 
Commission, In the building devoted to 
manufactures Canada occupies 21,600 
square feet, equal to 16,192 square feet 
net. Here will be found furs, cotton and 
wollens, carpets, clothing, Jeathers, scaleg 
and weights, stoves and ranges, furnir 
ture, terra-cotta work, paper, blank 
books, twines, wall-papers, stained glass, 
wooden-ware, perfumery, glassware, 
bras, and iron goods, edge tools, ladies’ 
work and a special Indian exhibit. 

By order of the Department of Indian 
Affairs examples of the Indians of both 
sexes, throughout the country, have 
been collected. Samples of producta 

ised by them on their farma will a 
Riar, and astrpof land has been st 
apart Tor living representatives of some 
of the tribes which flourished in America 
when Columbus landed, Three lodgea 
of Northwest Canadian Indians, unrepro- 
sented in the tribes of the United States, 
will also be on view, equipped and deck- 
ed with all the parapherralia of their 
savage state, Boys and girls, trained in 
the Industrial Schools of the Canadiun 
Northwest, will exhibit the progress they 
aave made in the various crafts. Canada 
has enjoyed a reputation for the core 
with which she hos managed her Indian 
population, and a view of her Indian In- 
dustrial Schools may not be without in- 
terest. 

The liberal arts are represented in the 
Manufactures Building, 6000 feet gross 
being allotted to chem, This accommo- 
dation will be taken up principally with 
the provincial educational exhibits, Ino 
this section also will be found musical, 
optical and surgical instruments, besides 
photocranhs.sanitary goods. atc.

Saul, 
a giant, and David, a dwarf An un- 
fortunate war ballad had beoy composed 
and sung eulogising David above Saul, 
That song threw Saul into a paroxyam 
of rage, Which brought on one of his old 
spells of insanity, to which he had been 
subject. If one is disposed to some 
physical ailment, and he gets real 
mad, iti# very apt to bring on one 
of his-old attacks, Saul is a raving 
maniac and he goes to imitating the 
false prophets or sibyla, who kicked 
and gesticulated wildly when they pro- 
tended to be i teera events, What 
ever the physicians of the royal staff may 
havo presoribed for the disordered king, 
I know not, but David prescribed music, 
Having keyed up the harp, his fingers 
began to pull the rhythm from the 
vibrated strings. Thrum! Thrum! Thrum! 
No use, The king will not listen to the 
exquisite cadences. He lots fly o 
javelin, expecting eT the minstrel to 
the wall, but David dodged the weapon 
and kept on, for he was confident that 
he could, as before, subdue Saul’s bad 
spirit by music, Again tho javelin is 
fone and David dodges it and departs, 
What a contrast! Roseate David with a 


He didn’t’ mind her name, you knew, | jarp and enraged Saul witn a javelin, 


Who would not rather play the one than 
fling the other? But that was not the 
only time in the world's history that the 
harp and the javelin met, Where their 
birth-places was, I cannot declare. It is 
said that the lyre was first suggested by 
the tight drawing of the sinews of a 
tortoise across its shell, and that the flute 
was first suggested by blowing of tho 
wind across a bed of reeds, and that the 
ratio of musical intervals was first sug- 
gested by Pythagoras as by the different 
hammers on the anvil of the smithy, but 
the harp seems to me to have eevppeil 
out of the sky, and the javelin to have 
been thrown up from the pit. Tho 
oldest stringed instrument of the world 
is the harp, Jabal sounded his harp in 
the book of Genesis, David played 
many of his psalms on the harp while 
he them. The captives in Babylon 
hung their on the willows, « Jose- 
phus celebrated the invention of the ten- 
stringed harp. Timotheus, the Milesian, 
was imprisoned for adding the twelfth 
string to the harp, because too much lux- 
ury of sound might enervate the people. 
Egyptian harps, Scottish harps, Welsh 
harps, Irish harps, have been celebrated. 
What an inspired triangle ! Everlasting 
honors to Sebastian Erard, who, by pedals 
invented, called the foot as well as the 
hand to the harp; When the harpsicord 
maker for whom he worked discharged 
him for his genius, the employer not 
wanting to be eclipsed by his subordi- 
nate, Erard, suffered from the same pas- 
sion of jealousy that threw Saul of my 
text into the fit during which he flung a 
javelin et the harpist, The harp is al- 
most human, as you find when you put 
your finger on its pulse. ther instru- 
ments have louder voice, and may be 
better for a battle charge, but what ex- 
quisite sweetness slumbers between the 
harp strings, waking at the first touch of 
the tips of the fingers. It can weep, 
It can plead. It can soothe. It can 
ray. The flute is more mellow, the 

‘umpet is more startling, the organ is 
more anes the cymbals are more 
festive, the drum is more jog, 
but the harp has a richness of its own, 
and will continue/its mission through all 
time and then take in celestial 
symphonies, for St. John says he heard 
in heaven the harps of God. 

But the javelin of my text is just as 
old. Itis about five feet and a half 
long, with wooden handle and steel 
point, keenand sharp. But it belongs 
to the grou family of death-dealers, and 
is brother to sword and spear and 
bayonet, and first cousin to all the im- 
plements that wound and slay, It has 
cutits way through the ages. It was 
old when Raul, in the scene of my text, 
tried to harpoon David. It has gashed 
the earth with its trenches. Its keen 
tip is reddened with the blood of Ameri- 
can wars, English wars, German wars, 
Russian wars, French wars, Crusader 
wars, and wars of all nations and of all 
ages. The structure of the javelin shows 
what it was made for, The plowshare is 
tharp, but aimed to cut the earth in 
preparation for harvests. The light- 
ning rod is sharp, but aimed to dis- 
arm the lightnings and secure 
safety, The axe is sharp, but aimed to 
fell forests and clear the way for human 
habita.y. The knife is sharp, but 
aimed to cutthe bread for sustenance, 
But the javelin is sharp only to open 
human arteries and extinguish human 
eyesight and take human life and fill the 
earth with the cries of orphanage and 
widowhood and childlessuéss, Ob, I am 
so glad that my text brings them so 
close together that we can see the con- 
trast between the harp and the javelin, 
The one to soothe, the other to hurt; the 
one to save, the other to destroy; the 
one divine, the other diaboljo; the one to 
play, the other to hurl; the one in David's 
skilful hand, the other in Saul's wrath- 
ful clutch, May God’ speed the harp; 
may God grind into dullness the sharp 
edge of the javelin ! 

Now, what does all this make you think 
of? It suggests tome music as a medi 
cine for physical and mental disorders, 
David took hold of the musical instru- 
ment which he best knew how to play and 
evoked from it sounds which were for 
King Saul’s diversion und medicament, 
But, you say, the trtatment in this case 
wasa failure. Why was it a failure?

THE SICILIAN PEASANT. 


Everybody Woars a Oharm Against the 
Evil Eye, 


Judging by appearance one would 
think that the Sicilian peasantry are in| 
the last stage of poverty, That is ton 
great extent the case; but one must nov 
be altogether guided by outward signs, 
for howsoever well-off thoy may be they 
seldom make any change in their way 
of living, They’all live by preference in 
the towns. Evon those that are employ- 
ed in the country during the w vuild 
mud hovels for that time, and flock back 
to the towns on Saturday. 

The women have no national dress and 
no distinctive characteristic beyond the 
love of bright colors, which seems in= 
born in all Southern natures. The men, 
on the contrary, are picturesquely clad 
in black and white—black trousers to the 
knee, slit some twelve inches up the 
outside seam to let outa bulging white 
linen under-garment, sheepskin legging 
Strapped on with thongs, and mocca- 
sins; a white shirt, open at the neck, 
with full white sleeves gathered in at 
the wrist, and over this a black sleeve- 
less vest, a black cloth cap hanging over 
the ear, 

The time-honored superstition of the 
“evil eye” is still so widely spread 
throughout the island, even among the 
upper clusses, that no one who does not 
wear a charm is considered safe, 

Spectaclos Seven Hundred Years Old, 

There has been considerable discussion 
ns to who invented spectacles and who 
had the pleasure of wearing the first 
pair, The honor is generally awarded 
to an Italian named Salvino Armati,who 
died in 1317, On his tomb in Florence ig 
an inscription which reads as follows: 
‘Here lies Salvino degli Armati, inven- 
tor of spectacles, May God pardon his 
sins.” The emperor Nero, who was 
short sighted, used concave glasses to en- 
able him the better to atch the gladia- 
tors. Up tothe thirteenth century only 
single glasses, such as are known aa 
readin glasses, were known, and the in- 
vention of two-eyed spectacles falls 
somewhere about the year 1200. Some 
authorities ascribe it to the monk, Alex- 
ander von Spina, In the fourteeth cen- 
tury spectacles were fairly common, and 
as they were considered precious were 
often specially mentioned in ancient

There is no work on the farm that pays 
better than attention to details of this 
character, In harrowing a sod-bound 
meadow or pasture do the work thorough- 
ly, and soon the places where the is 
torn away will be filled with new roots 
and a luxuriant growth of grass,—Ameri- 
can Agriculturist. +

Where checks are negotiable and pass 
by indorsement or delivery, the same de- 
xree of diligence will be required of each 
person to whom they are indorsed, in 
order to hold those indorsing them, i 
required of original payees to hold origi- 
nal drawers of checks, But by putting 
checks in circulation, the liability of the 
drawers cannot be prolonged, They 
must be presented within the same: time 
by indorsees as by payees, Still, where 
checks are passed from hand to land, 
one or more of the later indorsers might 
be held, where earlier indorsers and the 
drawer would be released, as by failure 
of the bunks drawn upon. 

Signatures to checks may be written 
with penand ink, or-pencil; they may 
also be printed or stainped. Banks ure 
only required to see that the names of 
the drawers of cheeks correspond pre- 
cisely with those of the persons to whose 
credit the deposits have been made, 
Who should sign the cliecks of cor- 
porations will be determined by 
Jaws, by the charters, by-laws, or by the 
usage of the particular corporations.
